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NO PENSION FOR HER. 


THE COMMITTEE REPORT ON MRS, 
LOGAN’S BILL. 


Reasons Set Forth Why Shs Should Not be Granted a 
,, Pension—The Danger of Setting a Bad Preced- 
ent-The Lost Land Forfeiture Bill— 
Other Items from Washington. 


WASHINGTON, February 1.—In its adverse re- 
port upon the senate bill granting a pension to 
Mrs, Logan, the committee on invalid pensions 
of the house says that should congress pass the 
bill and by future legislation maintain that 
fairness and consistency which should charac- 
terize all legislation, the widows of 259 major- 
generals “1 d rear admirals would be givena 
pension of $2.000 a year each. 

The committee in the absence of data be- 
lieves that itis a fair estimate to presume that 
fully two thirds of this number of officers 
have left or may leave widows at their death. 
If the precedent set by the bill were carried 
out, this would increase our pension rolls $345,- 
000 annually. In a majority of cases, as in 
this case. no relief from actual embarrassment 
or poverty would be _ afforded. It 
was well known’ that thousands of 
poor and aged widows of brave and worthy 
soldiers were denied the pittance of $12 per 
month because of their inability to connect 
the death of their husbands with their mili- 
tary service, While in this case no sort of claim 
was advanced that the death of General Lo- 
gan was altributable to his military service. 
It was 4&8 well known fact that 
Mrs. Lovan was in possession of an am- 
pie estate, and while the committee entertain 
the highest regard for her, both on account of 
her high character and her personal worth, as 
wellas on account of the brave and gallant 
record of General Logan as a soldier and his 
useful and spotless record as a civilian and 
statesman, they believe that the passage of this 
and all similar bills would be in the direction 
of building up in this country an aristocracy, 
contrary to the very principles of an 
equal government for which General 
Logan so gallantly fought in war and so ably 
contended in times of peace. 

A similar report was presented in the cass of 
the senate bill to increase the pension to the 
widow of General Frank Blair. The com- 
mittee also says there’s no alleged need upon 
part of Mis Blair, and while it has a high ap- 
preciaiion of the gallant services of General 
Blair, it is unwilling to recommend the passage 
of the bill because itis not in harmony with 
our system of pension laws. 
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THAT LOST BILL. 


The House Asks for a Copy of the Northern 
Pacific Land Forfeiture Bill. 

WASHINGTON, February 1.—In the senate, 
Mr. Cail presented a letter from H. B. Plant, a 
railroad and steamship man, stating the reasons 
why Tampa. Fla., shou!d be made a port of en-7 
trv. ; Referred to committee on commerce. 

Mr. Harris. of Tennessee, moved to proctecd 
to the consideration of a resolution heretofore 
offered by him, to the effect that at the con- 
clusion of morning business each day, the son- 
ate shall proceed to consider house bills on the 
calender. 

Mr. Ingalls inquired whether the house of 
representatives had resolved to devote any par- 
ticular tine to.the consideration of senate bills, 

v] action shouid betaken by the house 
re would be decent interchanze of 
courtesy and matter, he would be willing to 
consider the resolufion. 

Mr. Harris replied that while the house had 
adopted 10 standing rule on the subject it had 
devcited two days laet week to the considerati 
of senate bills on its calendar,ind there was now 
peiding in the house a proposition to devote 
vther days to that purpose. 

Mr. Dawes made asuggestion as to its being 
out of order to discuss matters and modes of 
business in the other house. 

Mr. Ingalls hoped the senator from Massa- 
chusetts would possess hissoulin patience. ‘The 
idea that there wassome divinity which hadgod 
about the house of representatives, so that 
nobody could mention it without getting down 
on his kyees, was a superstition, a relic of the 
daik ages, which ought to be abandoned. 

Mr. Dawes suggested that there was a sense, 
of propriety and decency which ought 
to govern the senate, however strange 
that might seem to some senators. He regret- 
ted that it did not commend itself to that re- 
gard for propriety which always governed the 
senator from Kansas. 

After this little interchange of senatorial 
courtesies, the motion to consider the resolu- 
tion was rejected and Mr. Harris gave notice 
that he would repeat it tomorrow. 

Mr. Morgan today introduced a bill provid- 
ing for the holding of a national industrial ex- 
potition of arts, mechanics and products of the 
colored race throughout the United States, in 
1#88, under the joint auspices of the United 
States Colored World’s Fair association of 
America, avd the city where the fair may be 
located. The lecationof the fair isto be se- 
lected by the colored association previously men- 
tioned, which association, the bill says, is an 
organization incorporated under the laws of 
Alabama. 

The bill authorizing the secretary of war to 
transfer to trustees of the Porter Academy 
‘ certain property in Charleston, South Carolina, 
was reported by Mr. Hampton from the mili- 
tary committee and placed on the calendar. 

The senate then, at 12:45, resumed consider- 
ation of the sundry civil appropriation bill. 

The considerations of the bill was interrupt- 
ed toallow of the presentation of a message 
from the house requesting the senate to furnish 
the house with a duplicate engrossed copy of 
the senate bill forfeiting certain lands of the 

Northern Pacific railroad grant. 

In connection ‘with the message, Mr. 
Dolph, one of the” senate conferees, made 
a statement giving a history of the matter. 
He sent to the desk and had read a communi- 
cation, dated January 29th, from Messrs. Dolph, 
‘Teller and Cockrell, senate conferees on that 
bill, to Messrs. Cobb, VanEaton and Payson, 
house conferees. This communication calls 
attention to the matter of conference, and 
gives a history of the bill from the 25th of 
July, 1886, when it passed the honse with an 
amendment, down to the close of last session. 

It states.that, just before the close of the 
ectsion, and as soun as it could be arranged for. 
a meeting of the conference committee was 
bad, when “it was determined, without much 
discussion, to report to the two houses that the 
“(mmittee was unable to agree, and to ask for 
t further conference, the managers on part of 
the senate being under the impression that 
the hcuse was entitled to retain the bill, and 

arepoit should and would be first made 
lat body, awaited its action.” Early in the 
present session, the communication states the 
-chate managers, through Mr. Dolph, calied 

.e attention of the managers on the pari of 
*he Louse tothe matter, and requested that a re- 
port should be submitted to the house aud the 

chate notifid. Shortly after the holiday re. 
«(ss (nothing having been done), Mr. Dolph ap- 
pied to Mr. Cobb fer possession of the papers, 
vnd was informed by Mr. Cobb that hedid not 
bave the bill in his possession at the time 
of the conference, and also that he had mis- 
laid the house copy of the conference report. 

At Mr. Cobb's request he was furnished, on 
January 11, with a copy of the conference re- 
vort, and was askéd (in a communication from 
the clerk of the senate committee on public 
lands) to return the bill. Mr. Cobb wrote next 
day that he had not the bill in his possession, 
and had not had it since he reported it to the 
house from his committee (the committee on 
public lands) last session. On inquiring at the 
clerk’s desk in the house, it was ascertained 
that the bill could not be found, Thereupon 
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Mr. Dolph requested Mr. Cobb to take the 
necessary steps to substitute a cepy of the bill 
in the usual manner. 

“Jt was understood then,’ the communication 
states, ‘that the matter would receive due atten- 
tion without delay. Since then the managers 
upon the part of the senate, through Mr. Dolph, 
bave repeatedly called attention tothe subject and 
requcsted immediate steps to be taken to find the 
bill or to supstitute a copy forit. Sofar as wehave 
learned, no action has yet been taken. * *  * 
The session is drawing to a close. In our judg- 
ment, itis important that an agrement should 
be reached by a conference committee. At all 
events, an effort in good faith on both 
sides, to reach an agreement should at once be 
made. We therefore request that, as the house 
was the last in possession of the bill, and therefore 
action for the purpose of substituting a copy (if ut 
cannot be found) must originate there, you cause 
whatever may be necessary in the premises to be 
done at once, ip order that a report of the commit- 
tee can be submiited, and a further conference be 
had.” 

The various letters referred to in the com- 
munication were also read. 

Mr. Dolph went onto state that as soon as 
he ascertained from theclerk of the house 
committee on public lands that the bill was not 
to be found there, but had requested the read- 
ing clerk of the senate to make a thorough 
search for it and had been informed that he 
had not discovered it anywhere, an4 that an 
inquiry atthe clerk’s desk in th) oie was 
answered by the statement ti svthe bill was 
net there, he had the “correspondence read, 
not withany desire to criticise the acts or omis- 
sions of anybody, but simply that the facts 
might be setgforth in justice tothe managers 
ch the partef the -senate. He understood 
tkat there was no difficulty in substitating a 
copy for the original bill, which, he was bound 
to believe, had been mislaid. He moved that 
the regrvest of the house be complied with. 

Mr. Inga!ls objected, and the matter went 

over till tomorrow. 
- Mr. Morrill, from the committee on finance, 
reporied a new bill for the relief of the deposi- 
tors cf the 'reedman’s Savings and Trust com- 
pany as a substitute for one already reported. 
It directs the commissioners of the institution 
to pay to the depositors the verified balances 
due them at the time ofthe company’s failure, 
less the amount of subsequent dividends and 
appropriates $1,000,000 for the purpose. No 
part of this money, it is provided, shall be paid 
toany assignee of any depositor nor shall 
claims be paid which shall not the presented 
within two years. 

The railroad attorneys bill was, at two 
o'clock, presented as unfinished business, but 
it was laid aside informally and the senate re- 
sumed consideration of the sundry civil -ap- 
propriation bill. In discussion of one of the 
itcms, Mr. Alison, replying to a question put 
to him by Mr. Platt, said, that if congress ap- 
propriated the full amounts estimated for by 
the various departments, and added thereto 
what would be reqgnired for the various 
pension biils, there would be little if any suar- 
plus left for the next year unless the rev- 
enue was very largely increased. There might 
be a surplus and there might be none. The 
total amount estimated for was about four hun- 
dred and six millions. A great number of mis- 
cellaneous amendments were adopted, all in- 
creasing thesum total of the bill and none de- 
creasing it. The items ranged from three 
thousand to a hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars. 

Without disposivg of the bill, the senate, at

The limitation was objected to by opponents 
of the bill on the republican side, and they re- 
sorted to filibustering tactics to defeat it. By 
refusing to vote they left the house without a 
quorum, in which condition it remained uatil 
5 o'clock, when, in accordance with the pre- 
vious order, recess was taken until 9:30, the 
evening session to be for the consideration of 
bills reported from the committee on military 
affairs. 

The first bill called up at the evening ses- 
sion of the house was one regulating the pay 
of officers of the army and navy—who refuse 
or neglect to provide for the support of their 
families, The bi!l, which was possed, provides 
that when any army or naval officer on the re- 
tired list refuses or neglects to provide for his 
tamily, the secretary of war, or the navy, may 
apportion the pay of such officer between him 
and bis wife and children, in such ratio as he 
may deem just and equitable. 

The following bills were also passed:

House bill for the construction of a gravel 
road tothe national cemetery at Richmond,

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THE UNITED STATES AND HAWAII. 
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4 Message from the President in Response 
to a Resolution. 

WASHINGTON, February 1—The president 
tocay sent the following message to the house: 

To the house of representatives: In response to 
the resolution of the house of representatives, 
acopted onthe 22d ultimo, calling upon me fora 
copy of the treaty or convention proposed to the 
snaie, and ratified by that body, between the 
| vited States and the government of the Hawaiian 
IsJar ds, I transmit herewith the re- 
rort o! the secretary of state. with 
eccompanying papers. It is proper to remark, in 
this relation, that no cenvention, whatever, has 
been agreed to and ratified by the president and 
senate, as is stated in the preamble to said resolu- 
tion of the house of representatives, but that the 
documents referred to exhibiting the action of the 
executive and senate, respectively, are communi- 
cated in complHance with the request of the resolu- 
Lion. GROVER CLEVELAND. 

The report of the secretary of state, which 
accompanies this communication, embodies 
the text of the supplementary treaty extend- 
ing the Hawaiiam reciprocity treaty seven 
years, and a transcript of the proceedings of 
the senate of Jaauary 20th, on which day a 
resolution was adopted ratifying the treaty, 
but with an amendment ceding Pearl river 
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station. An explanation of this apparent con- 
tradiction seems to be that the 
amevdment made by senate 
requires the approval of the executive 
and action of the Hawaiian authorities before 
the transaction can be considered complete. 
The president seems to have felt at liberty to 
state to the house that certain things had not 
been done, and also to communicate certain 
papers which were directly called for; but 
under the rules and current practices regard- 
ing executive business, n which the senate 
takes part, he was prohibited from comment. 
ing upon the thatter further or entering into 
explanations, . 


OUR PAPER CURRENCY. 


The Work cof the Redemption Bureau of the 
Treasury Department. 

WasHiInoton, Febroary 1.—The secretary 
of the treasury today transmitted to the house 
ef representatives a reply to the resolution of 
that body calling for information on the fol- 
wowing pours: 

1. Whether = portion of the money appropri- 
ated by the sundry civil act, approved August 2th, 
ist6, has been expended in issuing treasury notes 
of a large denomination in lieu of small denomina- 
tions cancelled or retired. 

2. How many $1 and $2 notes have been can- 
celled and destroyed since the passage of that act. 

8. How many of. said notes eancelled and de- 
stroved were mutilated notes, and whether noies 
of like denominations were used in their stead, 

In response to the first of these questions, 
the secretary of the treasury cites the act un- 
der which treacury notes were issued and out- 
standing on August 14th, 1886, and says ho is 
not aware that he has had authority underauy 
of these enactments, or otherwise, since Au- 
gust 14th, 1886, either to issue treasury notes of 
any denomination, large or small, or to re-issue 
any, whether in denominations, changed or 
unchanged. In his opinion all such authoti- 
zatiexs buve expired by limitation. 

In response to the second and third inquiries 
of the house, the secretary states that from 
August 4, 1886, one and two dollar notes to the 
amcunt of $7,798,939 were destroyed, but that 
it is impossible to fix the sum which has been 
expendcd in their destruction because of the 
mixed character of denominations of the mu- 
tilated money handled by the redemption bu- 
yeau of the treasury, and that no similar notes 
have been issued since July, 1835. He then 
calls attention to the fact that the $1 and $2 
notes destroyed have been more than replaced 
by one and two dollar certificates issued, which 
between August 4, and December 31, 1536, 
emounted $8,717,929. 

In conclusion the secretary says, the act of 
August 4, 1886, which made the issue of silver 
eertificates ong’s and two’s compulsory, and 
the act of May 31, 1873, which mate the re- 
issue of greenback notes compulsory have been 
jointly executed by the abridgment of the 
smallest and largest denominations of green- 
backs and the enlargement of the smallest 
silver certificates. 
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CLERKS FOR SENATORS.

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REAGAN ELECTED. 


The Texas Senatorlali Contest at An End at 
Last. 

AUSTIN, Texas, February 1.—Reagan has 
been elected United States senator to succeed 
Maxey. In accordance with the determination 
reached last night at secret causus of supporters 
of ex-Governor John Ireland, his name was 
withdrawn from the contest as soon as the two 
houzes assembled. The 25th ballot was ordered 
amid a great deal of excitement and resulted 
as follows: Reagan 49, Maxey 49, Alexander 
W. Terrell 36, ex-Governor Roberts 2. The 
26th, 27th and 28th ballots resulted in no ma- 
terial changes. 

When the 29th ballot was ordered, Senators 
Douglass and Abercrombie annqunced that they 
would vote for Reagan, after having voted ali 
along-for Maxey. It was expected that this 
would produce a stampede for Reagan, bnt the 
ballot stood as follows: Reagan 52, Maxey 46, 
Terreli 35, Roberts 3. 

On the 31st ballot Reagan lacked but three 
votes of an election. 
® Several changes were made midst the greatest 
excitement, electing Reagan senator. 


The New Jersey Squabble. 


TRENTON, N. J., February 1.—The state 
senate met today and organized by the election 
of a full set of officers and the president ap- 
pointed committees. At noon a joint meeting 
was held by the democrats, as usual. The 
ballot resulted in thirty votes for Abbett and 
one for Bidell. The meeting then adjourned 
until tomorrow noon. 


The Same Old Story from Indiana. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., February 1.—The legis- 
lature went into joint convention and took one 
ballot for United States senator. All the mem- 
bers, except two, were present, and the ballot 
resulted: Turpie 74, Harrison 70, Allen 4. 


THE “GUYANDOTTE” SAILS. 


Damage-Done to the Vessel by the Explo-

New York, February 1.—The Guyandotte, 

of the Old Dominion line, which was partially 
wrecked by the explosion of an infernal ma- 
chine, after she started on her voyage yester- 
day, started this afternoon on her voyage. The 
explosion cccurred in a water closet in the 
stern, upper saloon deck. Six staterooms near 
the closet were completely demelished. A 
large hole was blown through the hurricane 
geck and also into the hold. Workmen at 
once began to repair the damages. Both ships 
of the line were searched to see if there are 
any more explosives on board. Nothing was 
found. The damage tothe ship will be abou 
$60.

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ATTACKING THE ARABS; 


AND ATTEMPTING TO DISLODGE 
THEM. 


Italien and Abyssinian Troops Engege in a Desperate 
Fight With Arabs in the Soudan aud Are Ke- 
pulsed With Great Sisughter—Excite- 
ment in Rome Over the News. 


Rome, February 1.—Premier Deprettis in- 
formed the Italian chamber of deputies today 
that there had recently been severe fighting 
in thatpart of the Soudan whose occupation 
was being attempted by Italy. He said this 
fighting bad resulted in an almost complete 
disaster to the Italian forces, engeged in con- 
junction with Abyssinian troops in the work of 
attempting to relieve Kassala, which has been 
besieged by hostile Arabs ever since the|begin- 
bing of the foudan war by the late El Mahdi. 
Gcing into details, the premier said that the 
general commanding the Abyssinian troops, 
accompanied by a small number 
of Italian soldiers, attacked  Sooti 
cn January 25thlast. A hotly fought battle 
ensued. It lasted three hours, and the army 
of Rassaloula was repulsed The Italian loss 
was terrible, and that of the Abyssinians was 
unknown. The nextday three companies of 
ltalian troops left Monkulio to carry provisions 
te Sooti. The Abyssinians again made an 
atiack, and a desperate battle was waged. The 
Abyesinians were. defeated and the LIitaliaa 
troops were simply annihilated. But ninety 
wounded reached Massowah after the battle. 
This statement madea profound sensation in 
the chamber. Premier Deprettis then 
added thatthe Italian commander recalled 
the troops from the advance and concentrated 
them at Massowah. The radicals laughed 
ironically at this. The government now pro- 
posed a bill for an appropriation of $1,000,000 
with which to send Italian reinforcements 
to Massowah. The chamber at once approved 
the bill by an almost unanimous vote. Some 
radicals having cheered sarcastically in allu- 
sion to the valor of the Abyssinian troops, the 
whole house rose and cheered the government. 
The radicals cried out: “We must retire.” 
The majority rejoined with cries of ‘‘Never!”’ 
“Coward !” etc. The city is tonightin a high 
state of excitement, bordering on frenzy over 
the news from the Soudan.

PANIC IN PARIS. 


Caused by an Article in a German News- 
paper. 

Paris, February 1—2:30 p. m.—A panic pre- 
vails on the Paris bourse, owing to the si:ua- 
tion of political affairs in France and in other 
Evropean countries. Three per cent rentes 
are now quoted at 77f. 70c., a decline of 1f. and 
67ic. from the closing quotations yesterday. 

4p. m.—A better feeling sctin toward the 
close and three per cent rentes recovered 80 
centimes from the lowest point of the day, the 
closing official quotation being 77 francs 50 
cen times, 

Evening.—The excitement on the bourse 
today was caused by an article in yesterday’s 
Berlin Post, headed “On the Edge of the 
Knife,” and describing General Boulanger as 
master of the situation in France, and as being 
unable to lead the people back tothe path of 
peace, etc. During the continuance of the 
panic stocks were eagerly pressed for sale. 

There was intense excitement at the settle- 
» ent. The market was almost puralyzed. 
The panic. was partly due toa distrust of the 
position of the dealers. Thgso whose credit 
wes not of the highest class were only ab'e to 
carry over rentes at ruinous rates. The latest 
otation of 3 per cents is 77.50 against 79 60 
yesterday. Italian rentes devlined 1f. 952.; 
credit fancier, C€5f.; Ottomau bank, 21f, and 
Svrez cana), 25f. 

LONDON, February 1.—A panic prevailed on 
the stock exchange today, slighly abating t»- 
wards the close. Throughout the day orders 
to sell poured in from the continent and only 
buying by English operators prevented an ex- 
treme fall in values. Business after the ofii- 
cial close was active. The street was ex- 
cited over reports of impending failares of 
many SParis dealers, which would involve 
English houses. The latest quotations showed 
a decline for theday of 2} in Hungarian se- 
curities, 17 in Italian 58,14 in Spanish fours, 
and 14 in Turkish, Russian and French se- 
curities.

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Comment of the English Press on His 
Effort. 

LONDON, February 1.—The “standard” con- 
gratulates Lord Randolph Churchill upon his 
speech inthe house of commons last night in 
the debate on the address in reply to the 
queen’s speech, and says his effort was a suc- 
cess. It thinks, however, that Lord Randolph 
would have done better to have left the eco- 
nomic question alone and especially when 
there are questions that Germany meditates 
inviting France toconsent to term; for real 
peace. His reference to liberal unionists, the 
“Standard” says/was also unhappy, for the 
union is too stable to be hurt thereby. The 
“Standard” says in addition, the cabinet are 
engaged in framiog a bill todeal with people 
of the poorer districts in Ireland, like Glen- 
beigh, county Kerry, in the light of Sir Hicks- 
Beech’s idea of migration. The liberal leaders 
have given general support to the govern: 
ment’s proposals for a reform of parliamentary 
procedure ruler. 

Lonpon, February 2.—An endeavor will be 
made to end tonight the general debate in par- 
liament on the address in reply to the queen’s 
speech. When adjournment was moved in the 
house of commons last night, Mr. W. H. Smith 
wanted to continue, but the house was averse 
and the government made futile attempts to 
extract from the opposition a promise to con- 
clnde the debate tonight and allow amend- 
ments te he moved. Mr. Parnell’s amendment 
is expected cn Friday, it is doubtful whether 
the addicss will be disposed of next week.

HAPPY CHATTANOOGA. 


Crystal Water From the Mountain Side 
Supplying the City. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Febraary 1.—For 
more than a year a company has been tunnelliag 
intothe side of Lookout mountain, about two 
miles from the heart of this city and some 600 feet 
above the averege level of the lower grouvdson 
which the city is built. Atthat height they tapped 
an underground creek that furnishes a living, 
never varying stream of clear, cold water, about ten 
inches in diameter. This water was 
peer to town and propositions made 
A 


® furnish water to the citizens. 

few weeks ago, a Pennsylvania company bought 
out the old water company, whose plant was built 
by the government when the army occupied Chat- 
tanooge, andthe New Mountain company. The 
old com y has a large reserve, with a capacity 
of three million gallons, which is supplied by 
pumping from the river. Today the main from the 
mountain side was connected with the main from 
the reservoir and clear mountain spring water forced 
its way by gravity pressure into the reservoir, 
until the pumps had to be stopped to prevent the 
overfiow. The water in the reservoir, which had 
been very muddy on account of a heavy rise in the 
river, began clearing and is now as clear as crystal 
and the city is being supplied from the under- 
ground mountain stream. Hose was attached toa 
plug located on a direct ten-inch main from the 
mountain side, and the pressure was so strong that 
it required twelve stout firemen to hold the nozzle. 
A stream can be thrown froma plug on this main 
by gravity pressure two hundred feet high in the 
lower levels of the city. 


SALE OF SOUTHERN TELEGRAPH. 


John 8S. Wise and Associates of Richmond 
Buy the Property. 

RIcHMOND, Va, February 1.—Under decrees 
of the United States circuit courts in the states 
of Virginia, North and South Carolina, Geor- 
gia and Alabama, all property, franchises and 
rights of the Southern telegraph company were 
sold at public auction here today. The prop- 
erty was purchased by James B. Pace and John 
S. Wise, of Richmond, for themselves and asso- 
ciates, forfour hundred and sixty thousand 
collars. The bidding forawhile was quite 
spirited between the purchasers, the Western 
Union and Edward 8S. Stokes, of New York, 
representing the United Lines, The Southern 
line extends from Washington to Selma, Ala., 
with numerous branches covering eighteen 
hundred miles with five thousand miles of 
wire. 


KILLED AT A CROSSING. 


Two Farmers Mangled by a Railroad in 
Chambersburg. 

CHAMBERSBURG, Pa., Feburary 1,—Jacob 
Zook and Jacob Rook, two well known farmers 
of Franklin county, were instantly killed this 
morning at Grant street” crossing, Chambers- 
burg, by a train.on the Mont Alto railroad, 
They attempted to cross the track in front of 
an approaching train. The train struck them, 
throwing them a distance of about sixty feet. 
Both had their skulls badly crushed and were 
otherwise injured. Zook was a well known 
Dunkard preacher, quite wealthy and an infla- 
ential man in that denomination, agel about 
sixty-seven—Rook, about seventy-four.

Itis absolutely necessary to stand 
by him and support him.”

Tilletson, aged 21 years, was burned to death 
at the Chadwick bleachery fire here last night. 
He was employed in a building on the opposite 
side of the street, and went intothe burning 
structure to fight the flames.

When the re- 
mains were found, the head, legsand arms 
had been consumed. Several others who were 
with him were severely, though not danger- 
ously burned before they escaped. The total 
loss by fire is $85,000. ° 


The Virginia Midland Accident. 

DANVILLE, Va., February 1.—The wreck on 
the Virginia Midland raiiroad has cut off railroad 
communication between Danville and the north 
by that line. Twenty-four freight cars and an 
engine are piled upina massof ruins near Chat- 
hem, and trains cannot pass for several days. The 
loss Is estimated at $50,000. All hands were more 
or less injured. Ed Martin, brakeman, from Al- 
bemarle county, was buried beneath the wreck, 
His body was found today.

A TRIPLE SENTENCE. 


A Prisoner Released on Serviag One-Third 
of His Time. 

TRENTON, N. J., February 1.—In the habeas 
corpus proceedings, brought by counsel for 
Oscar F. Baldwin, Justice Bradley, of the 
United States supreme court, filed an opinion 
in the United States circuit court yesterday, 
and an order today discharging Baldwin from 
the state prison. Baldwin, five years ago, was 
sentenced by Judge Nixon, to five years each, 
on three counts of an  indict- 
ment for misappropriating $250,000 
of the funds of the Mechanics National 
bank of Newark, N. J., and endeavoring te 
conceal the defalcation by false entries and 
false statemeuts. Judge Nixon’s sentence was 
that said terms were not to run, consequently 
Justice Bradley in granting the writ of habeas 
corpus, holds that Judge Nixon's sentence of 
fifteen years is illegai. First, because Bald- 
win was sentenced to hard labor, whereas the 
law under which he was indicted imposed a 
penalty of imprisonment only. Second, 
because no more than one sentence of five 
years could be imposed under the law, 
inasmuch as said offenses were each an act 
forming a part of one act of the misappropria- 
tion of money. Third, because the sentence 
does not specify upon which indictment either 
of the terms is to be undergone. Fourth, be- 
cause the sentence is void for the uncertainty 
that in lawtermsdid not run consequently; 
and, fifth, because having served five years an 
paid tho costs he has served the sentence fally. 
Baldwin was discharged this morniug under 
the decision that no turther imprisonmens can 
occur.

gushing torrent, and decomposition had set in 
to such an extent that it could scarcely be 
bandled, but it was placed in a pine coffin 
which bursted, though it held the body until 
it was buried in the cemetery about 12 o'clock 
at night. Upon the grave is a marble slab 
upon which is found Ge following inscription :

lete suspension of business. The men turned 
out so suddenly that the company was left ata 
great disanvange, and its inability to deliver 
freight was 4 cause of much inconvenience to 


merchants. 

The Delaware, Lackawana and Western com- 
pany’s freight is handled by the J. H. Starin 
Transportation company, and their men are in 
sympathy with the freight handlers on other 
roads, and are ready tocome out at any time 
At 11 o'clock today the managers at New York 
piers said they had not then received any in- 
timation that the men wanted an increase. 
They were, however, prepared for any emer- 
gency. ed 

At the New York Central pier 26, the super- 
intendent said that the company had not re- 
ceived any demand from the men. Everything 
was quiet. Itis reported that the men are 
organized and will join the strikers as soon as 
word is passed for them to do so. 

The Erie road freight handlers made a 
dewand for an increase at the same 
time as the men on otberroads. The company 
yefuses to consider it, and will give the men a 
determined fight. 

The next move on the part of the strikers 
will be toinduce the train men to come out 
andthustie up railroads centering on the 
Jersey shore. There is some talk of getting 
the deck hands and firemen on ferry boats to 
join the strikers, but these men are adverse to 
euch a course. The boat service of the Boston 
and Providence line has been suspended for the 
present. Two boatsare laid up for repairs, 
and the difficulty in getting coal and freight 
handled was the cause of the withdrawal of 
the other. 

Freight handlers on the Pennsylvania rail- 
road piers No. 4,5 and 6, North river, struck 
work at 1 o'clock this afternoon. The fieight 
handlers on the Lehigh Valley railroad at pier 
2 North river, numbering 150 men, struck at 
9p,m.and joined the ranks of the strikers. 
The cates of the pier were at once closed. 

The strike of freight handlers on the rail- 
road piers this afternoon added nearly 3,000 
men to the ranks. of the strikers, and a 
temporary stoppage of freight throws out 
seven hundred truckmen on the Pennsylvania

once, Later. in the afternoon 150 out of 200 
strikers on the Pennsylvania railroad returned 
to work. according to a statement of the 
superintendent; the strikers claim that only 
twenty went back. The men on pier 8 of the 
Southern Road of New Jersey stopped work 
and the pier was closed. 

At the New York Central pier the agent said 
he had all the men he wanted. Mostof them 
were Italians, but handled freight rapidly. On 
the Erie piers only ten men remained at work. 
The agent said he could fill the plaecss of th: 
strikers tomorrow. Over 100 of his men struck, 
At the headquarters of the Ocean association 
tonight it was said that the cooper’s union No, 
® had offered to strike toaid the freight han 
dlers as soon as desired. This union includes 
all the coopers employed on the piers repairing 
and tightening up barrelled freight before 
stowing it on vessels. 

On the East river front the places of strikers 
are very nearly all filled, but the new men 
work slowly and pilesot freight have accumn- 
lated. The Italians on the pier of the Mallory 
line are making good progress in loading the 
Alamo. The vessel will be ready to sail Sat- 
urday. An advancein pay was reported on 
the piers of the Baltimore and Ohio and Long 
Island railroads. These companies have had 
but little trouble with their men.

He was in- 
sured by George B. Jewett for $1,665 in the 
london Assurance corporation and $1,663 in 
the American Fire association. His gun and 
accoutrements were insured for $150 in the 
Factors’ and ‘Traders’, by Cobb, Cabaniss & 
Cobb. He hada policyon the large painting 
of the Macon Volunteers for $500 in the Com- 
meicial Union, George B. Jewett. 

J. H. Birch, the pawnbroker, lost six orgeven 
hundred dollars on his stock, which was in- 
sured with Cobb, Cabaniss & Cobb in the Fac- 
tors’ and Traders’ for $300, $200 in the Atlanta 
Home and $350 with Hodges & Holt, in the 
Fire association. 

Herrington & Blackshear, sewing machines, 
were insured with Cobb, Cabaniss & Cobb for 
$1,400'in the Lion. Their loss is fully coy- 
ered. 

George Smith, the tailor, carried a $2,000 
stock, which was insured for $1,250 in the Lon- 
don and Lanc re, Hodges & Holt. 

The building is badly damaged. The loft 
where the fire originated burned through to 
the tin roof and the upper rooms are ruined. 
It is thought that the wallsare uninjured. The 
lower floors are damaged by water, but otherwise 
uninjured. Itis owned by Professor Glenn 
and was insured with H. Horne, Phcenix, Lon- 
don, for $1,000, and German American $1,900, 
with George B. Jewett, in Commercial Union 
Assurance company for =2,000, 

The work of preserving the adjoining build- 
ings was well done by the volunteer depart- 
ment, anda fire was never more skillfully 
managed by firemen.

Much interest has been excited by ~ aap 
publication of a letter written in 1837 to the 
old “Southern Banner,” of Athens, giving an 
account of the drowning of a Presbyterian 
minister at Tallulah, caused a general discus- 
sion of the subject among thecitizens. Mr. A. 
J. Nichols, an old citizen, says that he and Mr. 
S. H. J. Ailey assisted in fishing the body ont 
of the water. Mr. Alley hadi an iron hook 
mede and attached toa pole about fifteen feet 
long with which they pulled the body to shore, 
but it beinglate, or near dark, and a very 
rough place to to get out of the chasm, the 
body was tied with a suspenders‘ the hook, 
so that they could resume their work the next 
morning; but they were destined to meet a 
great disappointment early next morning, 
when they found that the beating of 
the waves had caused the hook to cut the sus- 
pender, and the strong current of the river had 
carried it over the fallsbelow. Two days were 
consumed in re-securing the body from the 
gushing torrent, and decomposition had set in 
to such an extent that it could scarcely be 
bandled, but it was placed in a pine cofiin 
which bursted, though it held the body until 
it was buried in the cemetery about 12 o'clock 
at night. Upon the grave is a marble slab 
upon which is found ee following inscription :

Bicchley, C. J.—1. In an action on a promis- 
sory note made by a parteership, the suit being 
in faver of the payee against the representa- 
tives of oue of the partuers, and both partmers 
being dead, the plaintiff having testified in his 
own behali to the luss of the note, and then, on 
cross-examinaticn, having testified to the exe- 
cution and delivery of a similar note made by 
the plaintiff tothe partnership, which note 
was pleaded as a set-off, he was comprtent to 
go on and explain (te the same extent at a dis- 
interested witness might do) the circumstances 
under which the latter note was executed and 
delivered; und as these circumstances connect- 
ed it with the former, aud also connected both 


notes with a bo»sk account between the 
contracting parties, his competency 
extended to a full explanation of 


the consideration of the notes, their relation to 
each other and to the account, the object and 
purpose of interchanging them, and the entire 
transaction of whichthe matters brought out 
in the cross-examination constituted a part. 

2. The plaintiff having testified on cross- 
examination that he delayed bringing suit till 
have 
aitached, was competent to explain the whole 
cause of that delay, including the fact that he 
W#s Urging the surviving partner,;then in life 
but since dead, to settle the demand. 

+. Though the plaintiff, (not being cro3s- 
exawin«d on this point) may bave been an ia- 
(oIppetent witness to show what consideration 
he paid the partnership fur certaindrafts drawu 
by it in his favor, yet the presumption of law 
being that he gave value for the drafts, and 
there being no ground to infer that they or their 
procecds were paid to him on the note in suit, 
aud neo evidence, direct or indirect, of that fact, 
his tectimony showing theapplication of a part 
of the Crafts to his book account against the 
partnership, and that he advanced cash for the 
balance, was not hurtin! to the defendants, as 


the accc unt unprid, even if all the drafts had 
een applied to it, wou'd still have been larger 
insmountthan the note, thus leaving the 


whole cf the note operative as continuing to 
re} resent a real debt. 

1. Where the note sued upon was, in its in- 
ception, a security fora real debt on book ac- 
connt, and the note pleaded against it as a set- 
off never represented any debt whatever, but, 
under the name of an “oifset,” was obviously 
intended as a protection against having to pay 
the acconnt, or some of it, twice, the latter 
note cannot prevail as a set-off against the for- 
mer so long as the account, uptoan amount 
equal tothe amountof the note, remains un- 
paid, 

5. Where thecreditor had an election be- 
tween two rights of action fur the same debt, 
he may, after one of them is barred, maintain 
a suit on the onenot barred. That an account 
is “out of date” will not hinder a recovery upon 
a promissory note of the debtor, held by the 
creditor asa security for the account.

sleckley, C. J.—1, 2, 3. Itis not to be pre- 
sumed that commissioners examine the wrong 
witness, though failing to return expressly that 
the one examined is the one named in the 
commission.

Though the 
place of execution must appear, it is sufti- 
cient to give the county and state, and if these 
can be ascertained from the return with due 
certainty by reasonable construction, it will 
suitice. 

4. The payee of an accepted bill who has 
paid value tothe drawer before maturity, is 
not concerned with the consideration as bo- 
tween drawer and acceptor.

About Dr. McGlynn. 

At a recent meeting of those who sympa- 
thize with Henry George and Dr. McGlynn, 
one of the speakers, an Irishman and a 
Catholic, quoted the language of O’Connell’s 
message to the pope, ‘‘Send us religion but 
no politics.’’ This is&® very fine sentiment, 
indeed, and, properly applied, is worth re- 
membering by Irish as well as American 
Catholics.. It implies a spirit of freedom 
and of patriotism that is quite likely to be 
misunderstood in Rome, 

But the fact remains that such asentiment 
was sadly out of placeat a meeting of Dr. 
McGlynn’s sympathisers. As THE CONSTI- 

-TUTION has said before, the Catholic church, 
as well as every other church that is im- 
portant enough to have an organization of 
its own, has the right to fix and prescribe 
the conditions under which its ministers 
shall hold their office. The church author- 
ities in Rome have no right to control Dr. 
McGlynn’s actions as a citizen, but they 
have every right to contro] his actions as a 
priest. Ifthis control was galling to him, 
he had his remedy, and it was a very simple 
one. Ile could doff the robes of his office, 
and put on the standing collar of a city pol- 
itician and thus offend nobody, not even 
his own conscience. 

The offense of Dr. McGlynn, however, 
was not a political one.- Asa priest he in- 
dorsed Henry George’s land theory, and as 
a priest he drove to the polls and tried to 
influence the-voters. Now, the theory of Mr. 
George that land is not property is by no 
means a political one, strictly speaking, It 
isan attack on All churches and on all or- 
ganized society, and Dr. McGlynn’s offense 
liesin the fact that, asa priest, he has in- 
dorsed this attack. We had supposed, from 
all reports, that Dr. McGlynn was a man of 
strong character and wide influence; but no 
man who permits himself to be made a_ tool 
of by such a selfish person as Henry George 
can have a strong character, and those who 
have been influenced by him will quickly 
discover their mistake, 


What to Expect. 

[Even without the aid of our remarkable 
signal service bureau there are times when 
the average citizen can sniiff a polar wave 
twenty-four hours ahead.

If we 
do not find our thermometers this morning 
gradually crawling down into every avail- 
able basement, we may rest assured that they 
will gravitate in that direction before many 
hours. There is only one chance in a hun- 
dred for. a genuine Dakota blizzard to miss 
us entirely when it once starts out in a bus- 
iness-like way. 


The Lingo of Lawyers. 

A great deal of trouble has resulted first 
and last in this small world of ours from the 
employment in statutes and legal docu- 
ments of the peculiar lingo affected by 
lawyers. There has been progress évery- 
where, except right here. The heathen have 
ceased to rage, whole congregations of pagans 
have been tamed, but lawyers, when en- 
gaged in their profession, continue to write 
bad English, 

They refuse to progress ; in their wor- 
ship of verbiage and obscurity they 
stand where the lawyers stood five hundred 
years ago. There seems to be a vague and 
cloudy idea in the legal mind that a lot of 
useless verbiage leads to clearness—that the 
violent repetition oi words is necessary to 
precision of statement. No lawyer, when he 
is on his mettle, will condescend to use plain 
English, and the result is sometimes embar- 
rassing to the public. 

There would be no difficulty if the legal 
fraternity confined its verbosity and its ob- 
scurity to the papers and briefs to be used 
in the court room, bat a great many lawyers 
go to congress and to legislatures, and they 
are usually selected to draft measures that 
finally become the lawsof the land. It is in 
these measures that the lawyers get in their 
deadly work. We have a great many courts, 
but still others are needed. We have 
courts of justification and interpretation, but 
another is needed. “We need a court of 
criticism and rejection, so to speak, and it 
ought to be presided over by Judge Bleckley 
and David Dudley Field. Both of these 
distinguished lawyers know the beauty, the 
strength and the vigor that reside in sim- 
plicity. 

To a citizen of Georgia the credit is due 
of beginning a most important reform in the 
modes of legal procedure. Years ago Col- 
onel Jack Jones, of this state, made out a 
number of forms that were models of brevity 
and clearness. These forms attracted the 
attention of British lawyers, and, with some 
modifications, was adopted by parliament. 
This reform was important, but, un- 
fortunately, it did not go far enough. It 
stopped where Colonel Jones left it, and 
the result of it is that most of the laws on 
our statute are obscure and confusing. 

Mr. David Dudley Field, of New York, 
has been advocating some such reform, and 
certainly THE CONSTITUTION hopes to see 
him sueceed. Any movement that will 
teach the average lawyer the necessity of 
brevity and simplicity shall have our 
earnest sympathy and stffport. There is 
every reason in the world why lawyers 
should learn to use good English in follow- 
ing their profession. If it is necessary in 
addressing the jury, it is doubly necessary 
in framing laws. 

A case in point, and one which has at- 
tracted considerable attention, is the inter- 
state commerce bill. Even the congressmen 
who advocated that measure, are not 
agreed as to the meaning of some of its pro- 
visions. Mr. Cullom, for instance, says it 
means one thing, and Mr. Crisp says it 
means another; while eminent New York 


lawyers, whose opinions kaye been asked, 


give entirely different interpretations of the : 


fcurth section, All this is the result of the 
so-called ‘‘legal’’ style. The interstate bill 
is an example of bad and blundering 
English, and if the bill becomes a law there 
is no estimating the trouble that may arise. 
Our lawyer congressmen should learn to 
put their laws in plain and simple English, 


Bungling Butchers. 

The recent trunk murder in Baltimore 
should be a warning to all criminals witha 
homicidal bias. 

In shipping the trunk, after packing the 
dead tody in it, Captain Unger azted 
shrewdly, but he should have packed it 
more carefully. It will be recollected that 
all who handled the trunk noticed that its 
contents were not only heavy, but soft, a 
very suspicious circumstance. Still, Unger’s 
plan was far better than thatof the St. Louis 
murderer, Maxwell, who left the trunk con- 
taining the body of his victim at the South- 
ern hotel, where it was certain to be discov- 
ed sooner or later. 

Perhaps a box would excite less suspicion 
than a trunk. It would attract less atten- 
tion, and it could be shipped to the anti- 
podes without running any risk of being 
overhauled. 

Maxwell and Unger, and the whole gang 
of trunk murderers, seem to be a bungling 
set. In only one thing arethey lucky, and 
that is in making the most of the 
law’s delay, Maxwell’s crime is about 
two years old and the fellow so far 
from being banged, has just succeeded in 
obtaining a stayof execution. Unger would 
doubtless have been equally fortunate if he 
had braved it out, but in amoment of weak- 
ness he confessed everything, and it may be 
that the courts will make short work of his 
case. 

Men make a great mistake when they 
overlook the fact that murder is a fine art. 
In these days of steam and lightning and 
omnipresent detectives no murderer can 
hope to escape unless he isa match for all 
the world, and that is as much as to say that 
he must be gifted with superhuman shrewd- 
ness. ‘‘Murder will out’’ is an old saying, 
but it grows truer every day.

Why Forrest Wanted to Swap Bob Ingersoll 
for a Government Mule. 

From the New York Letter. 
“I served in Colonel Bob Ingersoll’s command, 
said a veteran of the Ochiltree club at the pane 
rama of Bull Run this morning, “and whenever f 
want to have a good laugh I recall in my mind the 
incidents connected with his capture in Tennessee. 
I have seen somewhere a cruel paragraph to the 
effect that the colonel surrendered very willingly, 
and I want to brand that falsehood for just what 
itis A braver man I never saw in five years of 
service. We were scattered over a good deal of 
territory surrounding the village at the time the 
colonel was taken in and cared for by the John- 
nies. We were in a skirmish at the time, and the 
colonel was trying to get to a demoralized wing of 
his command. As he was passing through a series 
of caitle pens he wassurrounded by a lot of con- 
federates and commanded to surrender, but he 
didn’t do it worth a cent. He kept right on running 
at breakneck speed. He was not so stout then as 
now, and as a pedestrian he was no slouch. 
The bullets were  fiying about - him 
thick as hail. If he could get to another 
branch .of his command he felt that he 
could rally the boys and win the fight. A number 
of his men saw that he was in imminent peril, and 
hat if he didn’t}surrender he would be killed, and 
they yelled at him atthe top of their voices to stop 
and surrender. He heeded, but I could see that 
he did so with regret and disgust. Here is where 
the hnmor began. When the colonel stopped he 
threw up his hands and screamed out, ‘Stop firing! 
I’llacknowledge your —— old confederacy” The 
colonel was taken over to a store for safe keeping, 
and he proved to be a great curiosity. People 
flocked around him, listened to his stories, laugh- 
ed, and declared that they were having more fun 
than they ever had in their lives. That night the 
colpnel sat around the store}till a goodly numbe 
of the rebels came in,and then he began totreat 
and tellyarns. Finally the crowd overflowed the 
place and blocked up the entrance to it. 
Then the colonel went outside. The 
boys were all feeliug well under the potency of 
words and drinks, and every man, woman and 
child within the sound of his yoice lovea him. 
Directly the colonel was asked to make a speech. 
This was what he was working for and a minute 
later he was on a box and addressing the crowd— 
and it was aright rough crowd, too. No lecture 
that great orator has ever delivered contained so 
much that was goodinit. It fairly bubbled over 
with good will and the milk of human kind- 
ness. He pictured how regretfully the north 
took up arms against the south, reminding his 
hearers that they had fired the first shot in their 
assault upon Fort Sumter. Then he went off on 
slavery, placing the poor white before him in the 
place of the unfortunate blacks, a people with souls 
and all the instincts of the whites, but down 
trodden for no other reason than that they 
were black. He pictured the scene, when 
those who had held human souls in bondage] wer 
called before the judgment throne to answer for 
deeds done in the fiesh. It was a touching appeal, 
and brought out streams of tears and storms of ap- 
plause from the very men who had but a few hours 
before shot at and captured him. At the moment 
when the most pathetic passages in his speech 
were being delivered General Forrest, the confed- 
erate cavalryman whose command had made the 
capture, rushed into the crowd, all aglow with ex- 
citement, but not anger, and exclaimed: ‘Here, 
Ingersoll, stop that speech and I'll exchange you 
for a government mule.’ A short time afterward 
Colonel Ingersoll was paroled. He was demoraliz- 
ing the whole of that command, and would have 
had it revolting against its commander had he been 
allowed to go on for two or three days as he had on 

the first day,”’

our treasury,and as she has no ready money,she hag. 
hypothecated the government forests to provide 
the funds to reinstate the country in the good opine 
ion of Europe. He recommends that $10,000,000 be 
appropriated annually for ten years to come, tg 
build up the navy and put it in a position to bid 
defiance to any power on earth. The decline of our 
foreign commerce has been parallel with the decline 
of our nayy.

About half past two o’clock this morning 4 
house belonging to a colored man named J.A 
Briggs, and situated near the corner of Lovejoy 
and Simpson streets, was entirely consumed by 
fire.

overcame him. In moving about the room he ran 
against a window and it few open. This — 
saved his life. Out of the window he jumpe 
Then he saw that one part of his house was a burn- 
ing mass, while two rooms were cut off for the 
present from the fire. By this time a crowd had 
collected, and Briggs, with their assistance, man- 
aged to save a few articles of furniture. By the 
time the engines arrived the building was too far 
gone to be saved. The firemen did ali they could 
lo prevent the fire from spreading, 
aud they succeeded in checking its advance. 
The fence of Mr. Harrison was destroyed, 
as was alsoasmall out house. Briggs was in a 
terrific condition when accosted by a reporter. He 
stated that he valued his house and the furniture 
in itat about $1,200, that he had insured the 
building in the British American Insurance Com- 
pany for $500, and the furniture for $175.

NEW YORK STOCKS.

NEW YORK, February 1.—The stock markot to- 
day exhibited much more animation than for sev- 
eral days past, accompanied by a sharp depression, 
which, however, was ina great measure neutral- 
ized late intheday. Before the opening of busi- 
ness advices were received of a panic upon Paris 
bourse, and of heavy selling by continental inves- 
tors in the London market. At the opening Lon- 
don houses sold heavily allof their specialties, and 
room traders, who were bearish almost to a man, 
aided in producing the depression. Reports that 
labor troubles were spreading, and that today 
would seriously effect trunk lines, were also used 
against the market, coal stocks and trunk lines 
showing the effects of the movements most heavi- 
lv. Before the end of the forenoon, however, the 
selling pressure was relaxed, and the more pacific 
tone of European advices immediately created a 
revulsion inthe feeling. Later reports were cir- 
culated that a conference for the settlement of la- 
bor difficulties had been arranged, and room 
traders then ran to cover, and material recovery 
was effected betore the close. There was excel- 
lent buying by insiderssespecially in the forenoon, 
which undoubtedly prevented & much more se- 
rious break than occurred. Coa! stocks were the 
leaders of the market today, followed closely, how- 
ever, by trunk lines and other specialties, promi- 
nent among which were Louisville and Nashville, 
Richmond and West Point, and New England and 
Western Union. The opening was decidedly weak 
this morning, declines from yesterday's closing fig- 
ures ranging up tol percent. The market was ac- 
tive, feverish and somewhat irregular in early 
dealings, and whilea few slight advances were 
mace, the pressure of stocks for sale soon forced 
the list down, and before the end of the first hour 
declines ranging up close to2 per cent. had been 
established. A slight recovery was soon followed 
again by a renewal of the selling movement, aud 
many stocks which had resisted well the pressure 
of the first hour gave way in turn. Before noon, 
however, the market became quiet and rather firm, 
though the feverishness was still noticeable, and 
material recoveries were made in many stocks, es- 
pecially Jersey Central, Lackawanna and Louisville 
one Nashuille.

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THESUPREME COURT’S MEMORIAL 
SERVICES YESTERDAY. 


Judge Tripp’s R-port-A Tender Tribute by Judge 
Richard H. Clark-—Appropriate Response by 
Chief Justice Bleckley-—-The Memorial 
Ordered Placed on the Minutes, 


In the supreme court yesterday, imme liately 


after the regular business was finished, memo- 


rial services were held in honor of Judge 


Henry K. McCay, deceased, who was a former 
justice of this tribunal. 
Trippe, as chairman of the committee appoint- 
ed to draft a suitable paper touching the life 
and services of the deceased, made a report, 


Judge Robert P. 


which contained, among other things, the fol- 
lowing points touching his biography: 

Hea y K. MeCay was born in Northumberland 
county, Penn., January 8, 1820.. He was gradusa 
from Pincetan in 1839. Shortly after he. came to 
Georgia to reside, his brother, Charles F. McCay, 
being an eminent professor in the university o 
thisstate. For two years Judge McCay taught 
school in Lexi: gton. He became astudeént 'n the 
law office-of Chief Justice Lumpkin. In 1812 he 
was admitted tothe bar. The same year he mar- 
ried Miss Catherine Hanson. Soon afterward he 
moved to Americus, where he became the jaw 
parincr of George M. Dudley. A few years after he 
entered into partnership with Willis F. Hawkins. 
Early in his professional life he met with much 
success and his reputation rapidly grew. When 
the war began he entered the service of the confed- 
eracy, faithfully discharged his duties as a soldier 
and went throngh several campaigns under 
Stonewall Jackson. He was elected a member of 
the convention of 1868, which formed the state 
constitution and many of its best features owed 
their adoption to his efforts and infiu- 
ence. In the same year he was 
appointcd judge of the Supreme court, and 
in this position gained his greatest distinction. In 
July, 1575, after seven years’ service, he resigned 
the position of judge of the supreme court, and re- 
sumed the active practice of law in connection 
with a former associate on the bench (Judge 
Trippe), and which was afterward continued with 
another member of this committee (Ben. F 
bott). In August, 1482, he was appointed judge of 
the United States district court of the northern 
district of Georgia. Almost from the time of this
